La Paz.—The annual report of the 
Minister of Colonies pays tribute to 
the work of civilization accomplished | 
by Franciscan missionaries in Bolivia. | 
“The abnegation of the Franciscan 
missionaries in Bolivia,” the report 
savs. “has always been a powerful 
factor in colonization. For many 
vears the government of the Republic 
was hard put to find an efficacious 
means for raising th« to a 
state of civilization. 

“The apostolic work of the Fran- 
ciseans goes back to the earliest days 
ef colonization, the College for the 
Propagati m of the Faith having been 
founded at Tarija 1755. This in-

WOMAN SLANDERER 
OF CATHOLICS FINED 
BY NORWAY COURT 
Oslo, Norway.—The Supreme Court 
of Norway has just rendered a final 
decision against Martha Steinsvik, 
rabid anti-Catholic and anti-Jewish 
woman-preacher, upholding the find- 
ing of the lower court, which severely 


‘ censured the woman for scurrilous and | 


slanderous attacks on the Catholic 
Church and its priesthood. 

In January, 1928, she was ordered 
by the court to pay damages to Fa- 
ther Riester, a missionary, in whose 
name the suit was brought. Her peti- 
tion for a new trial was signed by 
many Protestant theologians, preach- 
ers and laymen, who declared it “un- 
bearable that in a Protestant Country, 
as Norway is, more credit should be 
given to the testimony of Catholics 
than to the testimony of learned 
Protestants.” 

The Supreme Court decision has 
cheered the few thousands of Nor- 
wegian Catholics, who feel their pres- | 
tig increased through the official re- 
buke to their calumniators.

When we read of the zeal of P 
of missions to the heathen and of evangelistic work even In 
Catholic countries, we are at a loss to know how to account 
for it. In the light of the indefinite faith of so many church- 
men, we wonder what they hope to convert other people to. 
In the mail of a single morning we read (1) of a Brooklyn 
minister resigning from the church after fifty years’ service 
because he cannot believe the truths which missionaries are 
wont to convey to the heathen; (2) of a Nebraska minister 
who declares that he cannot believe in many things contain- 
ed in the Bible: (3) of a Protestant bishop challenging his 
church to take any action against him for repudiating the 
fundamentals of Christianity: (4) of the defense of a Pres- 
byterian minister who has become an infide!. 

A few years ago there was a Protestant parade in 
Jersey City, and a noted preacher was brought to the City 
to be the speaker of the day. He tore the Christian faith to 
pieces, and, of course, got the orthodox ministers after 
him. On the Sunday following some local ministers defend- 
ed and some poked fun at the old-time Protestant beliefs. 
A reporter then interviewed different ministers of Jersey 
City concerning their attitude towards the fundamentals of 
the Christian faith. Rev. Mr. Caton declared that he leans 
towards the modernist sidepeRev. Dr. Parker said that he is 
with the fundamentalists: and Rev. F. S. Ritter was unde- 
cided. Yet these three ministers formed the committee 
which had charge of the parade program. 

Rev. Mr. Caton, chairman of the committee, gave out 
this statement: “This controversy illustrates the glory of 
Protestantism and Americanism—namely its freedom of 
speech.

Of course those lines do not 
rhyme, but the thought is so 
simple yet so sublime that a 
person almost forgets the poe- 
tic form, while dwelling upon 
the beautiful and _ inspiring 
thoughts. It was a practise of 
the saints of the early church to 
memorize some words of Sacred 
Scripture each day. M fp not 
learn the above lines and always 
remember them? 

The first two lines, for in- 
stance, contain the first principle 
of all iy age namely to “avoid 
evil and do good.” The other 
lines teach us how to fulfill that 
great principle. If you read 
these lines carefully, children, 
and think on them, you will 
gather in the very telling lesson 
of today’s Epistle. Find the

LITURGY LESSON. 


In many Cathedrals, chil- 
dren, you find the altar is Jike 
table, with only the 
‘tabernacle, and the crucifix and 
‘the candlesticks on it. Most al- 
tars, however, are either near or 
against the back wall of the 
sanctuary. When the large can- 
opy (ciborium) was taken from 
the altars, about the 11th. cen- 
tury, and the altars were placed 
against the wall, small steps 
were made and placed on either 
side of the tabernacle to hold 
flowers and more candles, as 
well as images and relics of the 
aints. Painters and sculptors 
tried to make this background 
of the altar more beautiful, un- 
til now we have high super- 
structures of great beauty, in- 
stead of the plain table. 

We explained to you how the 
altar was formerly in about the 
center of the church and th«| 
clergy and choir were on one 
side (we will say, back of the 
altar) and the faithful were on 
the other side. Now that we 
have so few large choirs and 
clergy at the Holy Sacrifice, the 
altar is moved to the head of 
the mapeyaaty and instead’ of 
the plain wal back of the altar 
we have the highly ornamented 
‘sides and _ top. Everything 
‘painted or chiseled or placed in 
this background should draw 
the attention of the faithful to 
the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass.
